„The triple alliance is closely bound up 
with the commercial conventions.of the 
three partners, conventions which at pres- 
ent are favorable to Italian trade in Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary; but Italy 
will apparently find considerable difficulty 
in getting those countries to renew such 
articles in the commercial conventions as 
favor the import of Italian products. 
Therefore, with a view of widening her 
commercial and improving her political 
relations with France, Italy may decline 
to renew certain clauses of the contract 
bearing upon her military and other con- 
tributions.

Berlin, April 3.—All letters received 
nowadays from China tell of the home- 
sickness of the German troops. The cor- 
respondent of The Berliner Tageblatt 
says that The whole German contingent 
is thoroughly disappointed and tired of 
China.’

Central is to guarantee 7 per cent to the 
stcckholders, and it is not improbabie 
that the Lake Shore deal will be exactly 
duplicated—that is, New York Central 
will issue 3 12 per cent one-hundred- 
year collateral trust, gold bonds, at the 
rate of $200 in bonds for each share in 
stock. 

It was impossible to get any official 
statement regarding the change of con- 
trol, though Wall street has known for 
several months that the Vanderbilts have 
been heavy buyers of the stock. 

By the purchase of Delaware ang Hud- 
son, the Vanderbiits have made an im- 
rortant step in J. P. Morgan’s plans to 
control the anthracite coal output. The 
Delaware and Hudson company pro- 
duces from its own mines over 4,000,000 
tons of anthracite coal. The Vanderbilts 
end Mr. Morgan now practically own the 
coal business. 


SCORPION GOING TO MEMPHIS. 


Warship To Represent the Navy at 
Confederate Reunion. 
Washington, April 3.—An order issued 
from the navy department assigns the 
Scorpion instead of the Bancroft to the 
duty of representing the navy at the con- 
federate veterans’ re-union at Memphis, 
Tenn., May sth.

PENNSYLVANIA 


At Pitsburg the Storm Baged 
with Great fun. 


Street Railways Blo¢ekaded, Tele- 
phone Wires Prostrated and 
$250,000 Worth of Dam- 
age Done—Storm Gen- 
eral Over State. 


Pittsburg. Pa., April 3.—Pittsburg was 
today the center of a snow storm that 
began early in the morning and continued 
with great fury until, after doing thous- 
ands of dollars’ worth of damage, it ren- 
dered practically useless for a time every 
electric wire in the city, suspended all 
street car travel and in the early hours 
isolated the city from the outside world. 

A heavy rain fell before the storm 
came and all reports from up-river voints 
tell of rising streams which may bring 
about a flood here and below. The losses 
cannot be fixed tonight. but conservative 
estimates place the amount at between 
$250,000 and $300,000. Telegraph and tele- 
phone companies are the heaviest losers 
by reason of the fact that their lines 
reach every part of the storm district. 

Heavy Wet Snow. 

Early in the morning a heavy wet snow 
began falling. It clung to everything it 
touched and by 9 o’clock every wire in 
the city was coated with’ snow. The

Every perton, association or corpora- 
tion named in paragraph 3 of the act 
must deliver to the other party to each 
contract. such as is described, a written 
memorandum containing a special speci- 
fication of the agreement, to which before 
delivery shall be affixed a stamp denoting 
payment of a tax of 2 cents an each 3100 
face velve covered by the transaction. No 
memorandum of the tax is required on 
the settlement of these transactions. 

Attention is specifically called to the 
fact that under paragraph 9, schedule A, 
a tax of 10 cents must be paid on ach 
memorandum of sale or contract of any 
gocds, merchandise, stocks, bonds or ex- 
change, broker’s notes, notes of hand, 
real estate or other property issued by 
brokers.

BIG GALE RAGES AT NORFOLK. 


Wind Blew Over Forty Miles an 
Hour—Houses Unroofed. 
Norfolk, Va., April 3—A heavy gale 
passed over this section last night and 
this morning, the severest of the winter. 
The wind in the city blew forty-two miles 
an hour and at Cape Henry and Cape 
Hatteras it attained a velocity of forty- 
eight miles, The rainfall was about two 
inches.

CHOCTAWS PASS JACKSON. 


They Are zu Their Way To Meet the 
Dawes Commission. 

Jackson, Miss., April 3-—A large num- 
ber of Indians, members of the Choctaw 
tribe, have passed through Jackson dur- 
ing the past few days en route to Merid- 
ian, where the Dawes commission to the 
five civilized tribed is now in session, to 
identify the Choctaws who are entitled 
to participation in the Indian Territory 
land distribution. 

Figures are impossible to obtain as to 
the number of Indians in Mississippi who 
are entitled to territory lands. Even the 
Dawes commission is unable to give an 
approximate estimate, but it is expected 
that not less than twelve or fifteen hun- 
dred Cnoctaws will apply to the commis- 
gion during the session at Meridian. 
Those passing through this city are chief- 
ly from the. north central counties, al- 
though quite a number of the tribe are 
scattered all.over the state. The commis- 
sion has held three meetings in Missis- 
sippi to. identify the Choctaws, and it 
seems that its work has only just com- 
menced. 

Many of the Mississippi Choctaws al- 
ready own valuable lands in the various 
counties and are as fully civilized ar the 
average citizen, having relinquished all 
the aboriginal habits and customs. In 
some communities they are a thrifty and 
intelligent class of citizenship, and their 
departure to the territory, which is made 
necessary by the identification, will in 
numerous instances be greatly regretted. 
The Choctaws are principally located in 
Leake, Winston and Neoshoba counties, 
with a fair sprinkling among the popula- 
tion in thé\counties surrounding.

WRIGHT CRAZED BY SMALLPOX 


Negro Creates Terror at Lynchburg 
and Is Shot. 

Richmond. Va., Avril 13.—(Special.)— 
John Wright, colored. was shot to death 
in Lynchburg today by J. Christian 
Woodson. The negro was crazed by 
sinallpox. He ‘had recently come to 
Lynchburg from the West Virginia mines 
with a well developed case of smallpox 
and he was placed in the pesthouse un- 
der guard of an immune. On Monday he 
became délirious and the physicians 
saw’ death was not far distant, blood 
poisoning having set in. This afternoon 
the guard had occasion to leave the 
pesthouse, but before doing so locked the 
door of the room in which the negro was 
confined, He had been gone but a few 
minutes when Wright made his escape 
from a window.

He next entered the house of Mr. Wood- 
son, secretary of the Citizens’ Building 
and Banking Company, and went to a 
rear room on the second floor, where he 
secured a loaded pistol and started back 
downstairs. On tke steps Wright en- 
countered Miss Laura Christian, Wood- 
son’s aunt. Wright leveled his pistol and 
fired. Miss Christian ran downstairs and 
through the hall screaming. The crazed 
negro fired a second time. Mrs. Wood- 
son hearing the noise, ran into the hall 
from the rear and the negro fired at her. 
All three balls went wild. Both ladies 
ran screaming from the house. The ne- 
gro also ran from the building pursued 
by Walter Wingfield, who worked at 
Mr. Woodson's place, and who had gotten 
a pistol. Wingfield fired several times 
and at last succeeded in arresting the 
negro. He threw a rope over his head 
afid was dragging him to a wagon when 
Wright broke away. Mr. Woodson, who 
had come up with a rifle, fired, and the 
negro fell dead. lr. Woodson was bailed 
in $2,500 for his a-~earance in the police 
court tomorrow morning. 


DOGS DECLARED PROPERTY. 


Alabama Supreme Court Decides So. 
(How Case ‘Was Made. 
Montgomery, Ala., April 3.—(Special.)— 
The supreme court of Alabama yesterday 
decided that a dog is property, just as @ 
cow is. Judge Sharp wrote the opinion 
and can now be elec governor. The 
decision will be discussed perhaps more 
than any other decision of the court for 
years past. It flatly declares that dogs 
are property and that they are entitled 
to all of the legal rights, privileges and 
immunities of other live stock property. 
The decision was rendered in the case of 
N. A. Fitzpatrick versus the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, from Elmore 
county. Mr. Fitzpatrick owned a valua- 
ble bird dog that was killed by a train. 
He sued the road for damages. The lower 
court awarded him damages. The attor- 
ney for the road carried it to the supreme 
court on a demurrer based upon the 
claim that dogs are not property. Noth- 
ing is said as to whether the dog should 

be registered. 

The opinion declared that the court had 
followed the old common law in holding 
that dogs are property. An action for 
damages would stand upon its merits. 
This opinion is contrary to the popular 
idea as to dogs. Throughont the state it 
has been accepted as a fact that there 
were no property rights in a dog and 
there could be no punishment for \the 
theft of one. The dog is now in a better 
light. He has rights and privileges that 
are to be respetted. He cannot be stolen 
or killed with impunity. 

But to the owners of dogs there is a 
fly in the ointment of their satisfaction. 
Being property, dogs are liable to taxa- 
tion. Ih the light of this decision the leg- 
islature will undoubtedly take up the

Galveston Relief Bill Discussed in 
the House—Senate Passes Bill 
Requiring Railroads To 
Keep Right of Way 
Free from Grass. 


Austin, Tex., April 3.—(Special.)—The 
house of the Texas legislature was in the 
throes of an anima and, at times, ex- 
citing debate today over a resolution 
about Aguinaldo and General Funston, 
which was introduced today. An addi- 
tional resolution was offered providing 
for the exhibition of Aguinaldo as a freak 
by the United States government, in or- 
der to reimburse the government for the 
$20,000,000 it paid for the Philippine islands. 
This resolution was promptly ruled out 
of order. 

Mr. Parish called up his resolution 
praising General Funston for his capture 
of Aguinaldo. Mr. Briggers offered an 
amendment striking out the word rebel,“ 
applied to Aguinaldo, and it was accepted 
by Mr. Parish. 

Mr. Phillips, who on yesterday offered 
a resolution praising Aguinaldo, moved 
to table the Parish resolution. The mo- 
tion was lost—yeas 43, nays 57. 

Mr. Gray, of Eastland, pleaded with the 
house to vote against the resolution, say- 
ing that he was surprised to find a dem- 
ocratic Texas house supporting republi- 
can principles and policies. 

Mr. Phillips said the adoption of this 
resolution would be a direct indorsement 
of the republican war in the Philippines. 

Mr. McClelland said he admired mili- 
tary genius, but he was not a military 
boot-licker and that he did not believe in 
going 10,000 miles to find a northern offi- 
cial to praise. 

Mr. Kennedy, of Limestone, said he 
could subscribe to that part of the resolu- 
tion which praised the volunteer soldiers, 
but he could not approve of the methods 
by which Aguinaldo had been captured. 

Mr. Kyle deprecated the tendency of 
some members to wave the bloody shirt. 

Mr. Kennedy moved to refer to the 
committee on federal relations; defeated— 
yeas 45, nays 57. 

The previous question was moved, but 
on a roll call the house refused to order 
it~yeas 45, nays 52. 

The half hour for resolutions expired, 
leaving the resolution pending. 

The house adopted the resolution pro- 
viding for the appointment of three com- 
mittees, composed of thirty-one members 
each, for the purpose of taking action in 
the matter of redistricting the state. in 
congressional districts, The Galveston bill 
to allow said city state taxes for the next 
fifteen years) with a view of. expending 
the same in raising the city above high- 
water line, came up as pending business, 
the amendment adopted yesterday reduc- 
ing the exemption from fifteen to two 
years, having been adopted, which prac- 
tically killed the bill. Another amend- 
ment was offered, including a number of 
counties along the Brazos river. The 
speaker ruled that this amendment was 
not germane, inasmuch as the measure 
is a local relief bill, for Galveston, and 
the consideration of the bill consumed 
thé rest of the day. 

The sénate passed finally the house bill 
requiring railroads to keep their right of 
way free from Johnson grass; also passed 
finally house bill prohibiting the killing 
of jackdaws, on the ground that said 
bird was of great benefit to cabbage rais- 
ers, in that they eat the insects that were 
so prone to destroy the cabbage erop of 
Texas; also passed finally the senate bill 
authorizing regularly chartered railroads 
to make extensions and issue bonds and 
stocks thereon, and provided that a lien 
shall be created on the extension of new- 
ly constructed line. Also passed finally 
its bill authorizing the North Texas Con- 
struction Company to build its suburban 
line from Fort Worth to Dallas.

Raleigh, N. C., April 3.—(Special.)—The 


legislature March 15th did not adjourn 
sine die, but took a recess until today, 
this being done by the democrats to 
guard against any possible emergencies 
or contingencies. None arose, however, 
so the session today was by a skeleton 
organization and as a mere matter of 
form. There were present today four 
senators and two representatives. 

Among bills passed were these: Allow 
ing governor to appoint superior court 
judges and solicitors under a new law 
any time after March Iith: to print im- 
peachment trial proceedings in full, in- 
cluding arguments: to allow Goldsboro 
Lumber Company to increase its capital 
stock to $300,000: to allow people of 
Mitchell county to vote on question of 
compulsory attendance at schools. Sena- 
tor London, presiding pro tem. of the sen- 
ate. could not arrive today, owing to a 
railway washout, and hence no bills could 
be ratified. and though resolution to ad- 
journ ag 2 o'clock had been adopted, it 
had to be reconsidered and recess taken 
until noon tomorrow. 

One of the most popular of the legis- 
lative acts is that allowing a certain 
part of the school fund to be applied to 
the purchase of libraries for not exceed- 
ing six schools in each county. The state 
superintendent of public instruction will 
issue this week a circular containing rules 
for the government and use of such 
common school libraries. Applications 
for the state aid for such libraries are 
pouring in. The county of Durham de- 
cides ta go even further and to have a li- 
brary in each of its ninety common 
schools. There is but little reading done 
in the country ‘and these libraries will 
do a vast deal to stimulate it. 

The executive committee of the North 
Carolina Bankers’ Association met at 
Greensboro last night and perfected all 
arrangements for the annual convention 
at Asheville next month. The member- 
ship has largely increased during the past 
twelve months. 

The new directors of the penitentiary 
were sworn in last evening and met here 
today. They say their first work will 
be the taking of an accurate inventory 
of everything on hand. As one said,. 
want to see where we are.” It will re- 
quire a month to complete the inventory 
at the central prison, the farms, etc. The 
penitentiary has for the past five or six 
years been an incubus, and a costly one 
at that. 

History of the Regiments. 

Fairly good progress is being made in 
the publication of the history of the 
North Carolina regiments, etc., in the 
confederate service, but it will be some 
months before it is ready. The state is 
bearing the expense. The volumes will 
contain many pictures of officers, some 
from war-time photographs, some from 
those of later date. 

This is the week set for the trial in 
the federal court at “reensboro, Judge 
James E. Boyd presiding, of several cases 
of democratic state election registrars 
for refusal last August to allow certain 
negroes to register. An impression has 
prevailed, especially since t acquittal 
of the impeached judges, that these cases 
would all go off the docket; that is, be 
dropped. Senator Pritchard evidently 
favors the dropping of the cases, as he 
says jthat “recent. events in this state 
will, in my judgment, constitute a strong 
appeal to the discretion of those intrust- 
ed with the administration of the laws,” | 
by which he is understood to mean Judge 
Boyd and District Attorney Holton. Gov- 
ernor Aycock, in his notable inaugura- 
tion address, pleaded for nolitical peace 
and good ,feeling in the state. 

The North Carolina commissioners to 
the Charleston exposition will meet here 
tomorrow. Editor Hemphill, of The 
Charleston News and Courier, and other 
prominent South Carolinans will be here 
to confer with the commissioners and 
to visit the agricultural department and 
endeavor to secure its aid in making an 
exhibjt. It will require a good deal of 
money to do this, and the department 
is not in funds. The legislature showed 
Clearly that it cared nothing at all for 
exhibits of the exposition at Charleston, 
Buffalo or St. Louis. The purpose of 
some ot the legislators was to take all 
available funds of the agricultural de- 
partment and use them on the agricultur- 
al and mechanical college. Governor 
Aycock warmly favored this scheme, de- 
siring in this way to do the state’s part 
of the maintenance of the college, as is 
the case in South Carolina, where, it 
seems, $70,000 is thus used annually. 

There are now 524 students present at 
the University of North Carolina. This 
breaks its record for attendance.

Authorities at Washington Are Still 
in Doubt-as to Character of 
' Frauds. 


Washington, April 3.—The following ca- 
was received today at the war 
department from General MacArthur at 


Manila: 

“Commissary frauds being investigated; 
not sufficient gravity to cause concern; 
apparently due irregularity sales savings. 
Press reports inexact and misleading.” 

General MacArthur's dispatch, as well 
as other information received ccncerning 
the frauds, teave considerable doubt as 
to the exact character of these alleged 
peculations.. General MacArthur speaks 
of ales.“ These sales consist of savings 
by the soldiers on the regular rations” 
issued, which they are allowed to dispose 
of for their own benefit. Generally the 
savings are made a company matter and 
are disposed of in bulk to the highest 
bidder. 

They may be returned. to the commis- 
sary department and bought in by the 
government at cost price, tut there is 
no reason why they should not be sold 
elsewhere if the managers of the com- 
pany fund should so desire. As army 
rations do not pay the usual duty im- 
posed on similar goods used for private 
consumption, the soldiers could make 
quite a profit on their savings if they 
were of considerable amount: Sales from 
commissary stores, not Including the reg- 
ular ration, are made to officers and men, 
but only upon a certificate or declaration 
that they are for the personal use of the 
purchaser. It is said that no great 
amount of such sales could be used by 
any person of persons without detection. 
Officers or men purchasing such stores 
and reselling them would be guilty of 
violating the army regulations and wculd 
be subject to court martial. 

As to the other savings they are upon 
the regular rations issued to each com- 
pany, They might be in flour, nieal, sugar 
or any number of staple articles inciuded 
in the ration. The money procured for 
the sale of such savings is usually de- 
voted to the purchase vf such supplies 
as are not included in the ration, end 
many delicacies and varieties cf focd are 
thus secured by the men in garrison or 
camp. 


AS TO ALUM BAKING POWDERS 


New York Physicians Say They Are 
Infurious to Health. 

New Vork, April 4.—(Special).—The Tri- 
bune this morning publishes interviews 
with a number of leading physicians of 
this city, on the question of the use of 
alum baking powders. They all agree 
with Professor Vaughan, professor of 
hygiene in the university of Michigan at 
Ann Arbor; Professor Charles F. Chadd- 
ler, of the Columbia School of Mines;

Rice's Death Hurried To Stop 
Payment’ of Jig Draft 


JOWES HAS NERVES OF on

Tells of Murder as Calmly as 
Though Talking of Weather. 
Hot Cross Examination 
Fails To Disturb Him. 

° Patrick’s Defense. 


New York, April 3.—Charles F. Jones, 
who was the valet-secretary to William 
M. Rice, the aged millionaire, who, ac- 
cording to Jones’s confession yesterday, 
Was murdered by the use of chloroform 
in September last, finished his testimony 
today on direct examination in the pro- 
ceedings before Justice Jerome, charging 
Albert T. Patrick with murder. 

When court adjourned on Tuesday peo- 
ple went out of the little room in which 
Justice Jerome was conducting the ex- 
aminatioh of Lawyer Patrick filled with 
wonder at the extraordinary story of the 
man who confessed that he had placed 
over the face of his benefactor as he 
slept a folded napkin saturated with 
chloroform, thereby causing the death of 
the millionaire. Today they heard the 
same story repeated under a different 
condition, but with even more dramatic 
surroundings. 

The story of the murder and conspiracy 
which Jones outlined on Tuesday he told 
today filled in with a wealth of detail 
with wonderful coolness and nerve. 

According to the story of the valet-sec- 
retary, he and Patrick had drawn up the 
bogus will and were waiting with what 
patience they could for old man Rice, to 
die, when a mil burned down in’ Texas. 
Rice's connections there desired to re- 
build it, and he spoke of advancing the 
$100,000 or $125,000 required to replace the 
burned property. 

“Patrick told me to use all my influ- 
ence,” said Jones today, with Rice not 
to rebuild the mill, 
all the ready cash from the estate, 

Couldn't Spare a Cent. 

But Rice insisted on advancing the 
money and A ntly authorized a draft 
for $25,000 f ne of his correspondents 
in Texae Moons of the draft arrived in 
New Vork on Saturday, and Jones, in 
accordance with his compact, told Patrick 
aout it. It was only $25,000, but accord- 
ing to the valet, Patrick felt that he 
‘could not spare even this much out of the 
millions that he was already counting as 
his own. 

He then said,“ testified Jones, ‘‘that he 
would have to do something to get Rice 
out of the way before Monday, when the 
draft would arrive.“ 

Even more illustrative of the caution 
and thoroughness of the alleged plot con- 
ceived and carried out by the men was 
another instance related by Jones. The 
manager of Rice’s estate in Texas, a man 
named Cohen, was in the habit of send- 
ing a check made out in his name for his 
salary to Rice monthly. Rice paid him 
by signing thé check and mailing it back 
to him.

The experi- 
ment was an entire success and gave 
them great confidence in the greater 
forgeries yet to come, 

Jones 1 Emotion Proof. 

There was one point today at which it 
was confidently expected Jones would 
give some sign of emotion, It was even 
anticipated that he might break down.

Jones then. told how Mr. House had 
been ap pyointed the lawyer of both Pat- 
rick and himself. From here Jones 
passed to his attempt to commit sul- 
cide. 

“On the day before the attempt was 
made,“ said Jones, Patrick and I had a 
talk in the reception room at the Tombs. 
Patrick told me his means were exhaust- 
ed and that we were in desperate straits. 
Patrick wanted me to shoulder the re- 
sponsibility for the time. I told him I 
would not confess unless I could tell a 
straight story. I said I would rather 
kill myself on account of the disgrace 
of the thing. Patrick said this might be 
the best thing for us both and said he 
would kill himself, too. He said he had 
a small knife in his cell. The knife would 
do for one and he would try to get some 
carbolic acid from Mr. Potts. 

(He gave me the knife. I put it in 
my shoe and took to my cell. Later 
Potts came. Patrick told me Potts would 
not get him the poison. About 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon, after I got the knife, I 
sat in my cell writine some letters and 
preparing for the end. Just then I was 
called to the district attorney's office. 
While there I made a confession. I was 
brought back to my cell in the evening 
and at about 4 o’clock in the morning I 
tried to cut my throat.’’ 

Jones then. told of being taken to Belle- 
vue and there making a new confession. 
The new confession is the one on which 
his present testimony is based. 

Didn’t Want Draft Paid. 

Jones explained today what he meant 
yesterday when he said that Patrick did 
not wish to live until Monday, as on that 
day a draft would be payable. The. wit- 


ness said that a week or so before the |

Jones Cross-Examined.

Hundreds of Porto Ricans Leaving 
for Pacific Islands. 


THEY WILL SEEK WIVES, TOO 


At Least, That Is the Idea of the Re- 
cruiting Agent—Emigrants Are 
. in Rags. 


Ponce, P. R., March 2%.—(Correspon- 

dence of the Associated Press.)}—Another 
expedition of Hawaiian-bound emigrants 
gailed for New Orleans on the steamer 
California, Captain Dyer, from Guanani- 
ca, yesterday. There were 839 in the 
party. The expedition was composed of 
the finest appearing lot of people yet to 
leave for Hawall. Nearly all the travel- 
ers comprised entire families. Of the 
2.700 Porto Ricans who have gone to Ha- 
wall. over 65 per cent have been women. 

Before the first boat load of emigrants 
Was sent out to the ship about 1,200 peo- 
ple congregated on the beach and two 
priests celebrated mass in the open air. 
Two weddings and two christenings were 
also performed. 

While on their way to New Orleans the 
emigrants, most of whom were in rags 
when embarking. will be cheaply, but 
substantially. clothed at the expense of 
the Hawaiian Sugar Planters’ Associa- 
tion, and the entire party will bs vacci- 
nated. 

Rations of codfish, beef. potatoes, rice. 
beans, bread and coffee are served twice 
daily. 

The only reasonable objection advanced 
so far to their emigratfon from Porto 
Rico is that the island’s best laborers 
are leaving. The recruiting agents have 
orders to enlist no Spaniards and no pure 
black people are taken, the idea being, 
presumably, to have the men marry Ha- 
wallan women and thus lose their identity 
with Porto Rico. In all events, after be- 
ing transported so far, it is not likely 
that they will ever return. It is con- 
sidered that Porto Rico is over-populated 
and the gooner this population is thinned 
down the better off Porto Rico will be. 

The agents who have been endeavoring 
to secure laborers to work on McDonald's 
railroad in Ecuador are having but little 
success. They want 3,000 men. Judging 
from the reports of the ticatment of Ja- 
maican laborers there Ecuador is not a 
desirable country for emigrants, and the 
Jamaican government has prohibited fur- 
ther emigration. 

Over 350 men are now being embarked 
on the steamer Porto Rico for the iron 
mines near Santiago, Cuba. These la- 
borers are contracted to work for three 
months at $1 a day. 


LIQUOR TAX IS $18,000. 


Tax Collector Stewart To Make 
Quarterly Report tb Comp- 
troller Today. 

Tax Collector A. P. Stewart will today 
submit to Comptroller General Wright his 
report of the collection of the special li- 
quor tax for the first quarter of 1901. The 
legislature, at its last session, imposed a 
tax of $200 on all liquor dealers, and Col- 
lector Stewart's report will show that he 
has collected this tax in Fulton county to 

the amount of $18,000. 

The law recuires that this tax be paid 
by the dealer beginning business and 
those already in business are required to 
pay on the Ist of the year. In speaking 
of the liquor tax yesterday afternoon, 
Collector Stewart stated that the liquor 
business in Atlanta appears to be on the 
decrease. 

“There are fewer barrooms in Atlanta 
now than ever before, except during pro- 
hibition,“ said he. “And another notice- 
able feature about the barrooms is the 
fact that they are leaving the outskirts 
ane are coming into the center of the 
c 3 

Collector Stewart states that there are 
four times as many barrooms in Savan- 
nah as there are in Atlanta and twice as 
many in Macon an@ Augusta. He attri- 
butes this to the fact that the city license 
here is $1,000, in adgition to the state tax, 
while in the above named cities the city 
license is between $100 and $200. 

Collector Stewart is also after the de- 
linquents who have failed to pay their 
taxes for last year. He says there are 
8,000 or 10,000 of these delinquents, their 
taxes aggregating a total of about $20,000. 
Of this amount about $10,000 is for poll 
tax and the remaider for property tax. 
He says he has already spent $250 in 
postage stamps on these delinquents. 

The collector announced yesterday af- 
ternoon that he was preparing garnish- 
ments and intended to garnishee the 
8 of the delinquents, who may be at 
work.

Chief Ball received a telegram from 
the chief of police at Birmingham last 
night stating that John Johnson, who is 
believed to be the negro who shot Officer 
J. W. Whatley, of Atlanta, had been 


captured. 

Chief Ball instructed Captain Jennings 
to wire to the Birmingham chief that an 
officer would be sent after the negro this 
morning. 

Officer Whatley was shot by a negro 


about two weeks ago, while he was at- 
tempting to make an arrest. The negro 
had stolen a pair of shoes and was being 
chased by Officers Whatley and Hollings- 
worth, when he suddenly turned and fired 
three times. Whatley was at that time 
some distance from Hollingsworth and 
he was shot in the right breast. He drew 
his pistol and fired five times, but failed 
to hit the negro. 

It was believed at the time that Johnson 
did the shooting and earnest efforts were 
made to catch him. When last heard from 
he was going in the direction of Marietta. 

Johnson was arrested in Birmingham 
Tuesday night by city police. A negro 
who formerly resided in Atlanta told the 
Birmingham police who Johnson was and 
stated that he was the man who shot 
Officer Whatley. 

This morning Chief Ball will send a 
officer after Johnson and the negro will 
be brought to Atlanta and tried for an 
assault with intent to kill. 

The bullet was removed from Officer 
Whatley's breast and he is still confined 
at the Grady hospital. 


MORGAN WINS THE CASE. 


Jury Yesterday Afternoon Found in 
, His Favor in Wellborn 


Deed Case. 

The case of W. L. Wellborn against A. 
P. Morgan, which has been on trial be- 
fore Judge Lumpkin in the superior court 
for nine days, was concluded yesterday 
afternoon, the jury finding in favor of the 
defendant. The jury went out on the case 
shortly after 2 o’clock and the verdict 
was returned about 6 o'clock. 

The trial of the case proved to be one 
of the longest and most hotly contested 
tried before Judge Lumpkin in some time. 
The issue in the case was whether Well- 
born was of unsound mind at the time he 
deeded certain property to Morgan. The 
attorneys for Wellborn claimed that this 
was true and asked that the deeds be an- 
nulled, but the defense contended that the 
transfer of the deeds was made in a 
proper manner. 

Attorneys Felder & Rountree represent- 
ed Wellborn, while Attorneys Rosser & 
Carter and Judge J. T. Pendleton appear- 
ed for Morgan.

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BEARS MADE PHILLIPS PAY 


Famous Squeezer Said To Have 
Been Forced To Put Up Nearly 
$500,000 in Margins. 

No Sign of Financial 

Trouble. 


Chicago, April 8.—Bullts in the grain 
market met their Waterloo in the board 
of trade today when millions of bushels 
of long stuff were thrown overboard on 
crumbling quotations, which ceased fall- 
ing only a quarter of an hour before the 
close. 

Heavy bull speculation headed by 
George H. Phillips, who manipulated a 
squeeze in November corn and thereby 
obtained a large following, had succeed- 
ed in keeping May corn up close to the 
45 cents mark for several days last week. 
On Saturday professional short selling, 
reinforced by increasing receipts, began 
to tell on the market. 

Fhiilips, credited with holding nearly 
ten million bushels of corn, about haif 
as much May oats, and two or three 
million May wheat, was called for $225.- 
000 margins, He responded promptly and 
on Monday it was thought the short sell- 
ers had run their course. During the lat- 
ter part of the Mondav session, however. 
the bears doubled their fists and it was 
said that Phillips was again called for 
$200,000 more margins. 

As there was no session yesterday a 
measure o* confidence began to run 
through the bull ranks. Bears took ad- 
vantage of the interim in this market, 
however, to pound prices on the outside 
exchanges and at Liverpool, and when 
the longs came up at the opening today 
they immediately saw that their hopes 
were well nigh gone. Wheat started the 
panic by opening at a decline of a cent 
all around. Corn did likewise. Oats were 
also very weak. Phillips brokers were 
said to be inactive. The bears were not, 
however, and by noon they had the longs 
in a pocket. Millions of bushels of wheat, 
corn and oats were thrown on the mar- 
ket, regardless of price. 5 

While Phillips let go of immense hold- 
ings on the declines there were no signs 
whatever of any financial difficulties on 
the exchange. 


It Was a Great Day. 

The day was the biggest cf its kind the 
board has witnessed in many years, the 
unusual conditions and ihe jam of stivg- 
gling, howling brokers and traders cut- 
ting antics, filling the public gallertes to 
the limit. May wheat sold Jown to 71% 
cents to 71% and closed at 72% to 72%, 
a net loss of the day of 2 cents. May 
corn tumbled to 40%, the net loss for the 
day being 1% cents. The slump has- 
tened by the closing out of trades of a 
St. Louis operator. May oats went to 24% 
and closed at 24%. 

The attempt to snatch the sceptre from 
the corn king’’ resulted in further heavy 
losses to his customers, either actual or 
paper profits, in corn, and in heavy losses 
on oats, but Phillips stuck to his policy. 
At the close he declared he had not been 
shaken out of his corn and oats and be- 
lieved they would do better tomorrow. 

The wheat deal was a diffprent story. 
Phillips advised his customers to sell 
and unloaded nearly 1,000,000 bushels 
earl. The wheat showed an average loss 
of at least 24 cents a bushel or nearly 
$25,000. The market was intensely ner- 
vous, and, in wheat in the first minute 
of the session, prices ranged from % to 
nearly 2 cents below the closing price. 


Sharp Declines. 


The prompt response by Phillips to 
morning calls for margins steadied the 
markets, but toward noon, on his selling 
out his wheat on general liquidation and 
on the reported failure of a St. Louis 
corn speculator, there were further sharp 
declines. After the close he was advising 
customers to keep a stiff upper lip“ and 
was acting on that advice himself. 

“I believe that corn and oats have had 
all the break they will,“ he said, “and 
will do better tomorrow. I have-advices 
from two dozen points in [Illinois and 
Iowa that farmers have little corn to sell 
or that roads are impassable and feeders 
are taking the corn at higher than Chi- 
cago prices and that seeding of oats is 
already delayed a week. There will be 
more rains the next week and if seeding 
should be delayed until April 15th, as is 
quite likely, you will see oats go up 2 
cents a day till people forget they ever 
gso:d at 25 cents.“

Danger in Oocaine. 
The dangers of the cocaine habit are 
being brought to the attention of other 
communities than Atlanta. 

There has, according to the news- 
paper accounts, been a truly menacing 
increase in thé usé of this deadly drug 
during the past few years. Its delete- 
rious effects cannot be exaggerated. 
That refers, of course, to its misuse. 
There are doubtless cases where sur- 
geons are warranted in administering 
cocaine, but even then it should be 
used only under the most rigid. restric- 
tions. 

A recent lecture by an eminent doc- 
tor, in which the great dangers of the 
habit were forcibly presented, forms 
the text of an editorial in The New 
York Journal. In this The Journal | 
says: 

The danger of the cocaine habit has 
been mentioned in this column before, It 
is a habit which ends in insanity and 
death. It is never cured. 

Tens of thousands of people become vic- 
tims of the cocaine habit threugh the 
criminal negligence of doctors and den- 
tists. 

Every parent should see to it that no 
cocaine is used in treating a child, or at 
least that the child is not informed of the 
nature of the drug. 

Dentists ‘and doctors should be held re- 
sponsible for | malpractice when their 
treatment of patients results in making 
them cocaine fiends. 

The sale of cocaine should be supervised 
strictly. Any druggist or other individual 
found guilty of selling the drug improper- 
ly should go to jail for at least five years 
to think it over. The man who will wreck 
another’s life for a business profit is a 
villain and a natural candidate for Sing 
Sing. . ' 

It is horrible to learn that the cocaine 
habit is spreading widely, and at the same 
time that the price of cocaine free from 
all restrictive tax is constantly decreas- 
ing. An amount of cocaine which a short 
time ago would have cost $6 can now be 
bought for 76 cents. 

The government imposes a heavy duty 
on the manufacture and sale of alcohol, 
and it impdéses the duty most properly. 
But cocaineism is teh times as dangerous 
as alcoholism, since fn every case its vie- 
tim is doomed. There should be An énor- 
mous tax on cocaine, and such a tax as 
would prevent any but physicians from 
using it. 

Already in New Orleans strict measures 
have been taken to prevent the sale of 
the drug, which has made victims of the 
negroes by thousands, 

We urge every reader to remember that 
the use of cocaine is indiscriminate among 
many physicians. Some years ago mor- 
phine was used in the same way by well 
meaning but foolish and ignorant doc- 
tors. The present great army of mor- 


pidity./ 

If cocaine is used to allay pain in treat- 
ment of your wife or child or friend, im- 
press upon the physician that he must 
keep that fact to himself. 

If you know of anybody in danger of 
forming the cocaine habit and not yet a 
confirmed victim, he may perhaps be 
broken of the habit by friendly warning. 

Cocaine gives at first a feeling of ela- 
tion, of freedom from physical and men- 
tal worry. But there follows a sure and 
terrible reaction. The character is 
changed. The best and frankest man is 
transformed by this drug into a sneak 
and a liar, and ultimately into a maniac. 
Tell the man or woman who begins tak- 
ing cocaine that prussic acid would be 
better. The latter is quick suicide—the 
former is suicide also, but painful, long 
drawn out and horrible. 

The fact that this habit has found its 
victims here in Atlanta is sufficient 
warrant for the reproduction of these 
words of warning from The New York 
They do not require elabo- 


ration or comment.

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For Better Stage Morals. 

A London newspaper is responsible 
for the report that Mr. Carnegie has 
in mind the establishment and endow- 
ment of a theater in London and one 
in New York devoted to the elevation 
of the stage. He is said to have been 
in consultation with leading actors, 
managers and critics concerning the 
feasibility of the project, his attention 
having been especially called to the 
matter by the recent remark of Mr. 
Mansfield that. only through an en- 
dowed national theater can the drama 
be preserved on a high plane. 

It is possible that there may be truth 
in this London report, though it comes 
from a source not particularly relia- 
ble. Mr. Carnegie has long been a 
devotee of the theater and the idea of 
making the stage an educational insti- 
tution is one that has appealed to many 
people. In a recently published biog- 
raphy of the man, evidently author- 
ized, there was an intimation that Mr. 
Carnegie has in his head other plans 
for the establishment of libraries, and 
it is possible this international en- 
dowed theater project may be one of 
them. 

The idea that there should be a na- 
tional theater on these lines has been a 
favorite one with theorists, but the evi- 
dent impossibility of endowment by the 
federal government has prevented -the 
materialization, or even the serious ad- 
vancement, of thege theories. There 
can be no subsidized theater in a gov- 
ernment like that of the United States. 
But that there is a chance for a man 
like Mr. Carnegie to do real good in 
this direction there is little doubt. The 
danger is that it would be difficult to 
prevent the control of such a theater or 
theaters falling into the hands of fad- 
dists and cranks more interested in ad- 
vancing their own ideas than in mak- 
ing the stage an instrument in the ad- 
vancement of morals. 

It is a favorite argument with man- 
agers that the public, and not the pro- 
ducers, is to blame for the lax morality 
of many of the plays presented on the 
American stage. In some degree this is 
true. The public has the remedy in its 
own hands. It can stay away from 
the theater, and it does stay away 
when the play is dull or uninteresting 
or presy. But the producers have done 
much toward deadening the moral sen- 

es of the public, and they must

The Sultan. 

So many bad things are being said 
of the sultan of Turkey these days 
that it is worth while referring to a 
recent occurrence at Constantinople 
which demonstrates that the “Sick 
Man” esses some of the good qual- 
ities of afruler and leader, as well as 
many of the bad qualities. 

That he is a man of personal courage 
was shown by his actions during a sen- 
sational episode on Sunday last. At 
the moment when the high officials 
were passing before the throne of the 
sultan during the Bairan ceremony at 
the Dolmabagtsche palace a severe 
earthquake shook the city. There was 
a wild scene in the throne room and 
throughout the palace. In an instant 
everything was in a state of panic. The 
diplomats in the gallery made a rush to 
get out.

The extent of this deplorable condition 
is made manifest by the report of Mr. L, 
G. Powers, chief statistician of the census 
agricultural department. The grOwth of 
the tenant farmer is notable all over the 
union, but particularly in the south At- 
lantic and south central groups of states. 
In the south Atlantic states, beginning 
with Delaware and ending with Florida, 
the farms Have increased from 749,600 in 
1890 to 950,000 in 1900, an increase of 200,000, 
or about 26 per cent, while the rural 
population has grown only 13 per cent. A 
much greater increase in the number of 
farms is indicated in the south central 
group, which includes the great body of 
states from Kentucky to Texas. In 1890 
the number was 1,086,772 and in 1900 it 
reached 1,659,000, an increase of 50 per 
cent, which results from the inclusion of 


Oklahoma and Texas.

In analyzing this increase Mr. Powers 
gives out that In the southern states it 
will be the tenant farmer, and not the 
owner in fee simple. who will be in evi- 
dence. The disinclination of land owners 
to sell to negroes can be readily under- 
stood, but the fact is that the average 
white tenant is not in the field as a pur- 
chaser. The number of negroes willing 
to undertake astraightout purchase is 
greater than that of the whites. This dis- 
inclination of white men to become land- 
owners, since they are forced to make a 
living by its tillage anyway, is a bad sign, 
from whatever point considered. There is 
entirely too much contentment with the 
sbackly cabin and the little patch of 
growing corn. There is too much re- 
liance on one crop out of which to make 
a living. instead of resorting to diversi- 
fication, which can only be mastered by 
the man who owns his own land. 
* = ¢ 


It cannot be that the opportunity for 
land purchase does not exist in Georgia. 
There is not a county in the state in 
which an industrious man cannot buy 
land. and receive substantial aid from his 
neighbors in the work of installment. 
This land can be bought upon such easy 
termes that the purchaser can support his 
family while paying for it inside of three 
crop years. The only thing lacking is the 
ambition of ownership, and the absence 
of this ambition is more than regretable— 
it is deplorable. The man without land 
is a danger to the public weal at any 
time. The man who refuses to become a 
land-owner is a positive menace. 


Here, then, is a field for missionary 
work. Sti up the white man to his dan- 
ger. Instill tnto him ambition to become 
his own master, to own the acres which 
he tills. and a long step will have been 
taken, not only in his personal elevation, 
but in his Christianization as well. When 
one-half of the increase of farms through- 
out the United States is of the tenant 
class, and almost the whole of that in- 
crease in the south is of the same class, 
it will be seen that we are suffering a loss 


of independence and self-reliance,

All through Georgia there may be found 
men who have worked from the rented 
mule stage up to that of the proprietor- 
ship of thousands of acres. In every case 
the man so rising had as his best capital 
the determination to be no man’s siave. 
Bending himself to a few years’ hard 
toil they had but one object in view—that 
of independence. One such man with 
whom I discoursed during the past week, 
proudly said:

Editor Constitution—I had the pleasure of 
reading. the editorial Which appeared in The 
Atlanta Constitution on Sunday, March 24, 
1901, which referred to the scheme of Mr. 
A. L. Johnson, who proposed to build and 
operate street railways at 3-cent fares in the 
city of Philadelphia. Since then, I poderstand, 
this scheme has been abandoned, and that cer- 
tain of his plans for the operation of rapid 
transit facilities in the city of New York 
have been refused by the city commissioners 
in charge of that department, their report be- 
ing that they would prove impracticable, 

Mr. Johnson is a promoter and street rail- 
Way contractor, and would no doubt build to 
the skies’’ if he could get other people’s money 
with which to carry out his schemes. Such, 
however, is not the object of the gentlemen 
who have invested their money in the rail- 
Ways and electric plants of your city. Their 
object is to conserve the public interest, and 
to protect their vested rights, without onerous 
and unreasonable conditions. 

Apropos of this, I send you an article which 
has since appeared in The Saturday Evenin 
Post, of Philadelphia, written by Presiden 
Vreeland, of the Metropolitan Street Railway 
of New York. Mr. Vreeland has risen from 
the ranks, and now stands pre-eminent in 
street railway and electric circles in this coun- 
try, being recognized as the best authority on 
these matters. 

Please publish in your paper the article re- 
ferred to, in order that the citizens of At- 
lanta may have an opportunity of reading a 
resentation of this subject from two sides.

President Vreeland’s Views. 


The article to which General Gill refers 
is a communication from President H. H. 
Vreeland, of the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way of New York, in The Philadelphia 


Post. Mr. Vreeland says: 

It is much the fashion, Lap to decry 
consolidations of capital and enterprise. These 
consolidations, it is freely alleged, destroy com- 
petition, oppress the citizen. reduce the number 
of workmen, ahd deprive the young man of a 
legitimate opportunity of rising in the world. 
I know of nothing that shows up the absurdity 
of these claims so thoroughly as does the street 
rallway business. In every city of any size, 
we now have the very highest type of consoll- 
dation exemplified in this industry. Under the 
new system it has been found imperative to 
merge many roads into one, in order that the 
best results may be obtained; and what has 
been the effect? Let us take New York as a 
fair example—as it is only a fair example, for 
what has been done here has been done on a 
greater or lesser scale in every city in Amer- 


ica. 

I shall leave out of consideration the im- 
proved service to the public and the other 
q that affect the general citizen, and 

eal only with those questions that affect the 
employees and the chances of success for young 
men. 

Instead of reducing the number of employees, 
the street railway consolidation has had exact- 
ly the contrary effect, and on a scale that will 
amaze the outsider. The Metropolitan street 
railway system embraces what were formerly 
eighteen distinct roais, all under separate man- 
agement, yet our pay roll today is five times as 
large as was the combined pay rolis of these 
eighteen properties that we took over; that 
is, we employ five times as many men as were 
employed in street railroading in New York 
ten years ago. 

One of our lines—the Fourth Avenue—will 
serve as an illustration of the changed condi- 
tion that has come over the whole. On that 
line, under the horse-car system, there were 
formerly run 120 cars @ day. At present we 
run 265 cars, and this in spite of the fact 
that the cars are run more than twice as 
rapidly as they were with horses. The aver- 
age rate of wages in the lower ranks ran from 
50 cents a day to the switchmen, up to 81.76 
for drivers. Today, as I have already stated, 
the switchman gets $2, and the motorman gets 
$2.26. The ss earnings of this road in horse 
cars were 50, a year. The gross earn- 
ings under electricity last year were $2,300,- 

. The skilled electrician has supplanted 
the hostler; the skilled mechanic the barn la- 
borer. The superintendent is a high-grade, 
highly paid professional man. He has under 
him assistants who, both in pay and standing, 
far outrank the superintendent of old days. 

This is what consolidation has done. It has 
made possible such development in this single 
line; and under the system as a whole even 
more wonderful things have taken place. 

The only people who were displaced were 
the eighteen presidents, whose power I now rep- 
resent. Surely, consolidation has done no harm 
there, for these eighteen men were capitalists 
who could well afford retire and who in 
wider spheres have dom much more good in 
the world than they could possibly have ac- 
complished in the narrow, circumscri 
a of head of a horse-car line. 

ere have grown up great and important 
departments ghat were formerly as unknown 
and as undreamed of as they were unnec ry. 
There is a maintenance of way department that 
looks after the roadbeds. There is a mainte- 
nance of equipment department. There are 
engineering and motive power departments, a 
financial and accounting department and oth- 
ers. At the head of these departments are 
expert and high-priced men. They have under 
them expert and high-priced assistants. In 
all these departments there is constantly a 
sharp lookout for bright and capable young 
men. Such young men, when found, are greed- 
ily snapped up, and given every opportunity 
to get to the top. The result is that there has 
been attracted to the street railway business 
a class of brains of the highest order. The de- 
mand for good men is still very much greater 
than the supply, and the boy who goes in at 
the bottom, attends strictly to business, and 
puts his whole heart and soul in what he has 
to do, is absolutely certain to make his. way. 

The whole scheme has been uplifted. In- 
stead of harm having come from the killing 
off of competition, great good has resulted to 
everybody. There is a sound principle in the 
new order of business. We know that improved 
service creates new traffic. The better the 
service, the greater the number of people who 
avail themselves of street cars. This is ex- 
emplified in the enormous increase of earnings, 
and bears fruit in the creation of thousands 
of new — for the workingman. Any other 
policy than that of giving the best possible 
service is stupid, and will not be tolerated by 
the capitalists who provide the means to carry 
out the new plan. They are all shrewd basi- 
ness men and will work along the lines that 
give ee the best returns for their invest- 
ment.

Hon. J. Pope Brown will, under no 
circumstances, be a candidate for gov- 
ernor or for any other office outside of 
the democratic party. 3 

He so stated in a telegram to The Con- 
stitution yesterday, in which he an- 
swered the question asked in The Con- 
stitution as the result of the various 
rumors with regard to his attitude: 

What will he do?“ 

Mr. Brown states that when he seeks 
the office of governor of Georgia he will 
do so within the democratic party and 
as its nominee, and in no other manner. 
The Constitution intimated that such 
would be Mr. Brown's attitude. as did 
his political friends, and even those who 

se him politically gave him the 
same credit. They stated freely that 
they considered it would be folly for 
Mr. Brown to act otherwise, and no one 
outside of those who circulated the ru- 
mor believed otherwise. 

Mr. Brown said he attended the Bap- 
tist convention at Valdosta merely as a 
delegate representing his church and 
without any political design or inten- 
tion. A Baptist convention, he said, is 
not the place for neminating candidates 
for any political office either democrat 
or prohibitionist. 

“I regard any man who would prosti- 
tute our religious assemblies to political 
purposes as unfit to be the candidate of 
any party,” Mr. Brown states. 

“I have never declared that if elected 
governor I would sign any temperance 
or prohibition measure passed by the 
legislature. But I will say, however, that 
in my opinion any general iaw duly con- 
sidered and deliberately enacted bv the 
lawmaking branch of the state govern- 


ment should be promptly approved by 
the governor, unless, in his opinion, there 
are constitutional grounds for withhold- 
ing such approval.’’ 

Mr. Brown says he knows of no state- 
ment by any prominent Baptists to the 
effect that they would make the fight for 
prohibition within the democratic party 
and then, if they failed to win, go it 
alone. He says he does not believe any 
such purpose exists, for he knows the 
Baptists of Georgia to be honorable men 
and feels sure that they would not make 
a fight inside the party ranks and then, 
if beaten, renew it outside the organi- 
zation. 

Mr. Brown says he regards it unneces- 
sary for him to say that he has indorsed 
no such plan. He was born and reared 
a demoerat and in that political faith he 
says he expects to die. He regards the 
question of the preservation of the in- 
tegrity and supremacy of the democratic 
party as superior to any issue that can 
arise, and says that when he seeks the 
nomination for governor of Georgia it 
shall be as the democratic nominee and 
not otherwise. In seeking that ndomina- 
tion he says it shall be on a platform 
clear cut, unmistakable and straightfor- 
ward, embracing those principles which, 
in his judgment, will best promote the 
interests and develop all the resources 
of the state. 

Ex-Governor Northen has not yet re- 
turned to the city from Lake Park, 
where he is spending some time fishing.

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BOARD TO PASS ON OFFICE 


Aldermanic Board Will Consider the 
Measure Today. 


MAY CAUSE A DISCUSSION 


Some of the Members of the Board 
Are in Favor of a Health 
Officer. 


The much mooted question of city 
health officer will be discussed by the 
aldermanic board this afternoon during 
the regular session of that body. What 
action will be taken is difficult to pre- 
dict. 

If the board decides to concur in the 
action of council in passing the ordi- 
nance, the paper will then go to the 
mayor for approval. After a lengthy 
debate last Monday afternoon council, by 
a vote of 11 to 3, passed the Lofigino 
ordinance.

George Y. Pierce. who, as chairman of 
the contagious disease committee of 
council, is a member of the board of 
health. 

When the ordinance was being consid- 
ered by council Dr. W. C. Jarnagin, 
president of the health board, protested 
against the office being established. He 
said he and the other members of the 
health board considered the position un- 
necessary. It is expected that an in- 
teresting discussion will be had in the 
aldermanic board meeting when the 
measure comes up to be acted upon. 

Some of the members of the aldermanic 
board, it is understood, favor the creation 
of a city health officer, but are opnosed 
to several of the provisions of the 
Lengino ordinance. The measure pro- 
vides that this officer shall be elected 
by council, but will be under the board 
of health, with his duties prescribed by 
the council committee on hospital and 
charitiés and the board of health. 

This last is the part to which objec- 
tion is made. Members of the alder- 
manic board think this would be mani- 
festly unfair to the board of health. It 
is not improbable that one or more 
amendmerits will be proposed this af- 
ternoon, and in that event the ordinance 
will go back to council to be acted upon 
in two weeks. 

It is hardly probable that the paper 
granting a franchise to the Atlanta Rall- 
way and Power Company for an electric 
lighting plant will be called up by the 
aldermanic board. The measure is now 
on the table to be taken up at the re- 
uest of any member. The proposed or- 
inance countenancing the grant has 
been in the hands of the board for nearly 
two months. 

Besides the health officer ordinance, 
the aldermanic board will have other 
matters of importance to be acted upon 
today.

PRISON COMMISSION ACTS 


All Misdemeanor Convicts Must Now 
Be Supplied with a $5 Suit of 
Clothes and Transportation 
Back to the Place of 
Conviction. 


The prison commission adopted yester- 
day a new and important rule relating 
to the government of misdemeanor con- 
vlet camps. The fact that such a rule 
would be adopted has been frequently 
mentioned in The Constitution, and it is 
a rule which will affect about 2,200 con- 
victs in Georgia. 

Hereafter all misdemeanor convicts, up- 
on their discharge, must be furnished 
with a suit of clothing to cost not less 
than 35. All convicts who are leased in 
counties other than those in which they 
are convicted must de furnished with 


transportation back to the county seat 
of the county from which they were sent. 

This will affect nearly every misdemean- 
or convict caréyp in Georgia. None of the 
camps which now employ misdemeanor 
convicts from other counties furnish them 
with transportation, and only one county, 
Floyd, furnishes its convicts with cloth- 
ihg on discharge. The new rule is as fol- 
lews: 

„XVI. Transportation and clothing 
for discharged conv¢:ts.—Ia all cases 
when a convict is discharged he shall 
be furnished with one suit of citizen's 
clothes of the value of %; and in all 
cases when he is imprisoned in a coun- 
ty other than the one in which he was 
convicted, he shall, upon discharge, 
be furnished with transportation to 
the county seat of the county in which 
his conviction occurred.“ 

This rule will mean considerable ex- 
pense to some countiés in the state. Ful- 
ton county, for instance, has about 300 
misdemeanor convicts. Many of these 
are in for short terms. and thts means 
about 600 convicts during the year; conse- 
quently, this county will have to pur- 
chase 500 suits of clothes for these con- 
victs on discharge at a cost of about 
$2,500 each year. Chatham county is sim- 
ilarly situated, having about 200 convicts, 
which will mean an annual purchase of 
about 400 suits of clothes each year at a 
cost of $2,000. There are other counties 
which will have to go to a similar ex- 
pense. 

The requirement, however, is considered 
a good one. Floyd county is the only one 
that has conformed to it regu§¢rly with- 
out its belng made a rule by the commis- 
sion. Now they will all have to con- 


| form to it. 


The seventeenth rule made by the com- 
mission for the government of misdeméan- 
or camps is that q@piés.of the rules shall 
be posted conspicuously at the camps 
where the guards and the convicts can 
see them. So far as the commission 
knows, Fulton county is the enly one that 
has never conformed to this rule. It is 
believed, however, that the commisioners 
will give in to these legal requirements of 
the prison commission,

Eighty-Two Stood Examination Be- 
fore Two Boards Yesterday. 


SEVENTY ALLOPATHS IN CLASS 


Out of Twelve Applicants in the Ec- 
lectic Class Eleven Were 
Successful. 


The supnjy of doctors will soon be in- 
creased all over the state. Eighty-two of” 
them were candidates for license before 
the eclectic and allopathic state medical 
boards yesterday, twelve standing the 
eclectic examination and seventy the allo- 
pathic. 

The state board of allopathic medical 
examiners had juet seventy applicants 
before them in the house of representa- 
tives at the state capitol yesterday. Of 
these three were negroes, but there are 
generally one or two negroes before this 
board at each examination. The majority 
ofthe applicants weret he recent graduates 
from the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons of Atlanta, but there were several 
from other states, Maryland, New York, 
Missouri. Alabama, Florida, North Caro- 
lina and South Carolina oeing repre- 
sented. 

All of the members of the examining 
board were present as follows: Dr, J. W. 
Bailey, Gainesville, president; Dr. J. B. 
S. Holmes, of Atlanta, secretary; Dr. F. 
M. Ridley. of LaGrange; Dr. A. A. Smith, 
of Hawkinsville. and Dr. E. A. Jeiks, of 
Quitman., The examination continued un- 
til a late hour in the evening and the 
board immediately began an examination 
of the papers. The successful applicants 
will probably be announced today. 

The class is an unusually fine one,“ 
said Dr. Smith. “I don't know when I 
have seen so many bright young men to- 
gether for such a purpose. I think near- 
ly all of them will stand first rate exami- 
nations.”

IMPRISONMENT IS A BOOK 


Hattie Hughes Vows She Will Force 
Police To Arrest Her—Gays 
Prison Walls Only Thing 
To Keep Eer from 
Cocaine. 


During the session of the recorder's court 
yesterday afternoon a woman's voice was 
heard calling loudly from the city prison 
and at the same.time there came repeated 
knocks upon the door. An officer was 
told to investigate the cause of the dis- 
turbance and he reported that Hattie 
Hughes, a white woman, was clamoring 
for a trial so that she might be convicted 
and sentenced to the stockade. ¥ 

Hattie Hughes had been taken up the 
night before and provided with tempo- 
rary shelter. She had just served a thirty 
days’ sentence in the stockade. Her 
name was placed on what is known as 
the sleepers' bock, with no case dock- 
eted against her. This did not suit the 
woman, for she wanted another gentence 
in the stockade, and this desire on her 
part, with the outbreak she made yester- 
day, while the court was in session, 
brings out a very remarkable story of a 
remarkable outcast. 

It was only a few days ago that Hattie 
paraded herself as an escaped convict 
from the stockade and when she was 
“captured” on the highway she begged 
the guard to kill her unless morphine, co- 
caine or some other drug was given her. 

For many months have the police of At- 
lanta been worried with three white wo- 
men, Hattie Hughes, Alma Bennett and 
Bessie Hall, all of whom are victims of 
the cocaine habit. They are homeless, 
penniless and usually clad in rags. Day 
and night they wander about the streets 
begging for money with which to buy 
cocaine. Hattie Hughes and Alma Ben- 
nett were taken into a charity home a 
few months ago and given free treatment 
for the cocaine habit, and they left the 
place cured and in perfect health. In 
two weeks they were back in their old 
haunts and once more victims of the hab- 
it they could not shake off. 


Often» Arrested as Vagrants. 

Numerous times have the women been 
taken before the recorder on the charge 
of being vagrants and often have they 
been sent to the stockade. Alma Ben- 
nett and Bessie Hall rebel against im- 
prisonment, but Hattie Hughes takes a 
more philosophical view of the matter. 
When she was carried to the police bar- 
racks as a sleeper Tuesday night she 
said: 

„1 want to go back to the stockade. 
While out there it is impossible for me 
to get any drug and in spite of myself I 
am kept from cocaine and morphine, and 
as soon as I quit I get stout and strong. 
If the police won't arrest me, I will do 
something to make them send me up. 
Of course, for a few days I suffer the ag- 
ony of the damned, but after a while I 
have an appetite and get over the desire 
for an opiate.“ 

No case was docketed against her, and 
yesterday when she saw the other pris- 
oners carried into court and granted the 
boon of a long sentence, which was de- 
nied her, she became desperate. She 
screamed at the top of her voice and beat 
upon the locked door with her fists. 

The recorder told her that he could not 
sentence her unless there was a case on 
the books. 

Will Make Police Arrest Her. 

After court adjourned Hattje was turn- 
ed loose and when she walked out of the 
police barracks she remarked that she 
would see whether or not she could make 
the officers prosecute her. 

What to do with the three women is a 
problem which the police have failed to 
solve. The recorder yesterday offered the 
following suggestion: 

believe the three women ought to be 
allowed to walk the streets during the 
day and early in the night, so long as 
they behave themselves and do not mo- 
lest any one. 
get much in the way. It is hardly hu- 
mane to send them to the stockade, but 
in Hattie Hughes’s case it would be para- 
mount to furnishing her a home, If they 
are determined to kill themselves they 
should be given all the rope and latitude 
possible. I really think, however, that 
there should be some kind of an institu- 
tion for such people, but there is none in 
Atlanta and therefore the police should 
bear with them as much and as long as 
possible.“

In granting 
thé same privilege this year the secretary 
took occasion to congratulate the fair 
association and the veterinaries in charge 
last year on the scrupulous care they had 
exercised to prevent the infection cr con- 
tagious diseases among the cattle. Not

A man of decided personality, and a not- 
ably fine fighter, he was almost worshiped 
by his men. He has always been a prom- 
inent figure at the confederate reunions 
held since the close of the war. 

In 1879 General Anderson was elected 
chief of the police force of Atianta. He 
was the third chief elected after the 
formation of the board of police commis- 
sioners. He served until 1880, and then 
resigned after his marriage. General An- 
dergon made an ideal chief. 


His reputation for fearlessness and

campaigned with him than “Old Tige,“ as 
he is affectionately called. Where old 
soldiers are gathered there are always 
many anecdotes of the old general, of his 
bravery, his bearing in battle and the love 
he inspired in his men. 

The credit of giving General Anderson 
the soubriquet of ‘ * that has stuck 
to him through lite is given to a nameless 
confederate soldier. 

In one of the valley campaigns in Vir- 
ginia General Anderson got into a partic- 
ularly hot and nasty corner, and for a 
time he and his men had about all they 
could handle. Re-enforcements were call- 
ed for. A wounded soldier going to the 
rear met the fresh troops coming up at 
the double. At their head rode General 
H. L. Benning, of Columbus. The wound- 
ed man stopped, swung his hat over his 
head and yelled: 

“Go on, Rock; old Tige has treed em in 
the swamp.” 

The men who all recogniged the old coon 
hunters’ cry cheered, and from that day 
the two men were known as Rock“ Ben- 
ning and Tige“ Anderson. 

The news of General Anderson’s critical 
ness will come as à personal bereave- 
ment to thousands of old soldters through- 
out the south, 


COL. STEVE TATE IS LYING 
AT THE POINT OF DEATH 


Colonel Steve Tate, of Tate, Pickens 
county, is in a critical condition at the 
Robertson sanftarum, No. 172 Capitol av- 
enue, where he was brought a little over 
a week ago from his home among the 
north Georgia mountains. Last night 
Colonel Tate was resting somewhat easier, 
and the attending physicians said he had 
a fighting chance for his life. : 

Six of Colonel Tate’s nine children are 
at his bedside—Messrs. Sam, Luke and 
Walter, and Misses Vinita, Florence and 
Eva Tate. He has three married daugh- 
ters, who reside in distant places. They 
have been notified of their father’s criti- 
cal condition. 

Colonel Tate’s illness first seriously 
manifested itself a month ago in the. form 
of a billous attack. A complication of 
indigestion and heart failure followed, 
and after his arrival in Atlanta the doc- 
tors found that his liver was greatly en- 


larged. Although sixty-nine years M. 
Colonel Tate had previohisily hardly known 
a day’s sickness and was noted for his 
robust constitution. 

The many friends of the sick man 
throughout Georgia will anxiously await 
the development of his malady, hoping 
that he may be able to rally and be 
spared for many years of usefulness. 
Colonel Tate has done more for the in- 
dustrial development of his section of the 
state than any other man. He opened 
some of the largest marble quarries in 
north Georgia, and is at present vice 
president of the Georgia Marble Company 
and the Kennesaw Marble Company, and 
an officer in the Blue Ridge Marble Com- 
pany. Colonel Tate was one of the in- 
corporators, builders and original opera- 
tors of the Atlanta, Knoxville and North- 
ern railway. No man did as much as he 
to promote its construction. Colonel 
Tate is the most extensive farmer and 
largest land-holder in Pickens county.

WANTS NEW 


PIPE FOR CAPITOL AVENUE 


The board of water commissioners will 
send a communication to the mayor and 
council regarding the Capitol avenue 
paving, in which application will be made 
for funds to put in new water mains 
on that thoroughfare before the asphalt 
paving ia put down. 

During the meeting of council Monday 
an ordinance was passed requiring proper- 
ty owners on Capitol avenue, between Fair 
and Bass streets, to make the necessary 
water, gas and sewer connections within 
the next thirty days. The asphalt, when 
placed on the street, cannot be cut for 
any purpose for ten years. 

Under those conditidns the water board

GM, Keith Acquitted of Swind- 
ling Charge in Court 


MONEY. LENDERS TESTIFY 


Facts Brought Out Yesterday Indi- 
cate a Startling Condition of Af- 
Tairs— Applause in Court. 


The trial of C. M. Keith yesterday 
in the city criminal court on the charge 
of cheating and swindling brought to 
light a state of affairs astonishing to 
the spectators and jurymen and even 
to the court itself. The facts brought 
out in court showed that Keith, formerly 
a young clerk in a railroad office, dra w- 
ing a salary of $75. a month, out of 
which he supported a wife and family, 
and that involving himself with money 
lenders he finally got in the position 
where the interest alone on his debts 
amounted to more than his yearly salary. 
Finally, as was claimed by the defense, 
Keith was forced out of his position by 
the men from whom he borrowed at usu- 
rous rates. | 

It appears from the facts that Keith 
became financially embarrassed by 
indorsing for several friends, two of 
whom died, while the others were un- 
able to pay. Keith took up the notes 
with his own and began to carry a load 
that finally dragged him down in the 


mire. , 

George S. Scofield testified that on Jan- 
vary 20, 1900, he bought $33 worth of 
Keith’s salary for $30. He had it as- 
signed to his firm, George S. & F. M. 
Scofield. A stipulation in the written 
instrument was that there was no 
other orders out against this salary. Jt 
was to be paid in thirty days. The dis- 
count is 10 per cent a month, 120 per 
cent per annum. Scofield swore he never 
got his money. His contention was that 
Keith had given other orders to other 
parties for the same month’s salary. 

The state put up the following wit- 
nesses: Mr. Leonard James. son of J. 
H. James, banker, who identified a note 
of Keith's for $42 discounted by J. H. 
James for $40 or 5 per cent per month. 
It was a sale of his January salary. 

F. M. Marsh, an employee of the South- 
ern Furniture factory. He identified 
notes of Keith for $125—sale of January 
salary—but they were dated after the 
Scofield note. He said he got no interest, 
but Keith stated that he had paid about 
10 per cent per month on them for over 
a year, renewing them each month. 

R. C. Gregg was the next state’s wit- 
ness. He had been buyir@ Keith’s salary 
for about a year. He stated that 
he did not count interest, and 
had a take out. but Keith stated 
he had been paying Gregg 10 per 
cent per month for over a year. But 
this note of $75 was, it seems, for a dif- 
ferent month's salary, although it was not 
clear from the note. 

Mr. George M. Coates was then put 
forward to identify a salary note, but 
it seems it was for a different month 
and he was excused. But Keith stated 
he also had been his borrower at about 
10 per cent per month. 

Keith brought out of his pocket a large 
bundle of salary notes from others he had 
paid and said pathetically: 

„Here are more, gentlemen of the 
jury, I paid as long as I could. Finally 
my salary could not pay the interest. 

“T had been forced to make so manv 
loans to carry the interest I could make 
no more. I surrendered. My salary was 
garnisheed. I lost my job. I now stand 
accused as a criminal. I have paid more 
in usury than I have ever borrowed.” 

He also said these men knew his condi- 
tion, except possibly Scofield. 

Mr. Fulton Colville represented Keith. 
Solicitor E. R. Black and Mr. Camp 
Flake represented the state. The de- 
bate was quite warm. Mr. Colville was 
in his element denouncing the money 
sharks who lived on the vitals of their 
victim and now sought his carcass for 
the prison cell. 

The audience applauded him through- 
out. and when the jury returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty in about the time 
thev had to write it the bar and audi- 
ence surrounded and congratulated him. 
Judge Calhoun charged, the jury that

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JUDGE EXHIBITS TRISF 
IN RUGGED MOONSHINER 


Many stories have been written and 
told of the Georgia mountain moonshiner 
and of the trust that can be placed in 
these rugged men, but it was left to 
Judge Newman yesterday to display the 
greatest confidence in this eccentric char- 
acter. 

Just about ten days ago there ap- 
peared before Judge Newman in the 
United States circuit court a young white 
man charged with being a moonshiner 
and working in a blockade still.” The 
bill of indictment gave the prisoner's 
name as Ed Jones and his place of resi- 
dence near Gainesville, in Hall county. 
No doubt was entertained as to the guilt 
of the accused, so a sentence of a $100 
fine and five months in Fulton county 
jail was given by the judge. 

That day Jones was taken to the jail 
and the service of five months began. 
Outside of the prison walls could be 
heard the twitter of birds, and it is said 
that above one night was heard the 
calls of a flock of wild geese going north- 
ward for the summer; outside the sun 
shone bright and the promise of a beau- 
tiful spring barely reached through the 
bars of iron that confined the young 
mountaineer in the Tower—these and 
many more things made the very heart 
and soul of the free rambler contract 
and grow noticeably harder. 

Then every day there would come 
streaming through the recesses of the 
man’s mind thoughts of the work being 
done at home—and thev almost maddened 
his brain as he realized that none was 


for him. It was cruelly hard that his 
footsteps could not be seen behind the 
mule that plowed the fields—that his 
bare foot could not be relieved of the 
heavy shoes and refreshed in the newly- 
plowed ground, and that he could not 
plant the year’s crop of corn which would 
feed those depending upon him for 
bread. ( 

The first few flowers lured by the signs 
of coming spring had hardly been killed 
br frost when the mother of the un- 
couth mountain lad was stricken with 
an illness which the doctors pronouneed 
fatal. News of this illness reached the 
ears of the prisoner as he slowly served 
the days of his confinement and hie 
heart began to pant for a last sight of 
his mother before death claimed her. It 
was not the thoughts of coming spring. 
of the blooming flowers, of the budding 
trees, of the cornfields, not of the moun- 
tain dale where he had been arrested 
that caused his trouble and sorrow. 

Yesterday there appeared in the court- 
room a man whose countenance exhibited 
the greatest sorrow and pain, a man who 
trembled and shook like one 
with ague, and he begged that the mercy 
of the court be extended him that he 
might at least be present at the funeral 
of his mother. The man was Dd Jonew . 
the moonshiner. The light of joy was 
gone from his eyes as he pleaded for a 
suspension of sentence. 

And as the stern judge looked at him 
a desire to exhibit trust in the man 
forced itself into his heart. The petition 
was granted. The official order read 
that the sentence was suspended until 
further order of the court. Jones left at 
once for his mountain abode, feeling a 
strange sense of gratitude toward the 
judge. ;

All the legitimate factors in the 
situation have not warranted the reaction 
realized, but by Mew (York manipulation a 
scare was created, causing heavy covering by 
shorts, as it was feared that a corner might 
be attempted in the May option in that 
market. t is a well-known fact that textile 
trade conditions have recently grown worse in 
all countries, and the advance in the article 
instead of ameliorating the outlook will only 
tend to aggravate the dullness by widening the 
differences betweén the price of the manufac- 
tured product and raw cotton. The apathy ex- 
hibited by them is perfectly natural when it 
is considered that statistically everything is 
bearish and trade is very uneatisfactory. Ma- 
nipulation may succeed in forcing values high- 
er, but we think the short interest has been 
reduced t6 a minimum amount, and that le- 
gitimate features will again prevail in regulat- 
ing prices ultimately. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, Apri) 3.—The alarm created here 
yesterday by rumors of manipulation in May 
did not extend to Liverpool until after our 
opening today, when the demand from the 
shorts enabled the arbitrage brokers to buy 
there a sell here at a substantial profit. 
Here the principal feature has been continued 
buying of May by the shorts, which has car- 
ried that position well above the distant de- 
liveries. Stop orders were touched on the ad- 
vance, but there has been an absence of outside 
buying except to cover. Receipts at the in- 
terior towns were heavy, but the estimate at 
New Orleans was lighter than expected. The 
demand for May has been freely supplied by 
the long interest, the supposed largest holder 
being a free seller on the advance. Liver- 
pool is expected to follow rapidly tomorrow 
in answer to our improvement. 


Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, April 3.—Nearby deliveries ad- 
vanced from 20 to 30 points today on liberal 
covering by shorts and good buying for locals 
and continental account. The early cables from 
Liverpool reported an advance of only about 
1-32d, but as our market continued to im- 
prove Liverpool followed until a net advance 
of 6 to 8-64d was recorded. There was only 
an occasional reaction of 2 to 3 points during 
the session, owing to profit taking by recent 
buyers.

In their circular letter of March (9th, Neil 
Bros., of London, say of the cotton situa- 
tion: 

The dompletion of the first six months of 
the seasAn was an event of sufficient import- 
ance to cause us to issue a supplementary mem- 
orandum on the 8th instant. This leaves us 
now, however, without much’ that is fresh to 
comment upon. The fortnight which has since 
elapsed has brought to light 308,000 bales this 
ear, against 293,000 last year, the increase 
— less than had been generally expected. 
For the whole four weeks included in our 
tables the amount brought to light has reached 
only 617,000 bales, against 639,000 last year, 
so that the total up to date remains confirma- 
tery of the estimate of 9,750,000 bales which 
Mr. Henry Neill reiterated in our recent mem- 
orandum. 

The record of facts thus continues to con- 
firm Mr. Henry Neill’s estimate, when the ex- 
pectations of those who are looking for a 
large crop, 10,250,000 or more, are based 
upon surmises, or allegations, as to supplies 
in the uncounted towns and on plantations, 
greatly in excess of those of last year. There 
may, of course, be some truth in this, but 
Mr. Henry Neill is of opinion that these re- 
ports have been greatly exaggerated for specu- 
lative purposes, and that much of the cotton 
referred to is held for account of the southern 
mills, and will therefore disappear as it is 
used by them, without figuring in the brought 
to light, it having been already counted in the 
weekly estimates of southern consumption. As 
to the 608.000 bales held in the twenty-eight 
counted interior towns, it is of course includ- 
ed in the cotton brought to light, being part of 
the 6,694,000. 

Te, however, cabled Mr. Henry Neill on 
Saturday asking if the current talk about in- 
terior stocks and the size of the present receipts 
did or did not cause any change in his crop 
views, and we have received his reply as fol- 
lows: 

»The course of receipts and surrounding eir- 
cumstances fully confirm my previous advices. 
Am still confident that 9,750,000 will not 
be exceeded. Remember that July and Au- 
gust must lose 200,000 compared with last 
year. 

Should we receive as much as last year from 
March ist to July Ist the total to that date 
against last year would be 8,947; this year, 
9.478. The actual receipts after July ist last 
year were 296; same this year, 296: and the 
total was made up by addi 193 for the reduc- 
tion in interior stocks from 227,

this year, 9,774. 

It is evident that the 193,000 of last season 
cannot come into this year’s ccunt, and that 
if, without it deliveries continue just on an 
equality with last vear, the total would only 
reach 9,774,000 bales.

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, April. 3.—Today was a record 
breaker in many particulars on the New York 
Stock exchange. The extent and variety of 
the price movement have rarely if ever been 
equalled in a bull market, although the crum- 
bling of prices in a panic has occasionally 
caused as wide variations, All ordinary stand- 
ards fail in the compg¢tation of such a market, 
The forces in §peration were titanic in their 
power and effeet. The undeviating success of 
the speculative leaders in advancing prices 
made them bold to a degree which it is mod- 
erate to term recklessness. They bought with 
an unsparing hand through the stunning ava- 
lanche of offerings which was hurled upon them 
on the advances and lavished their resources 
apparently with an abiding conviction that 
the astounding rise in prices, now so long con- 
tinued, was destined to go indefinitely further. 
That the speculative spirit was still rampant 
among a large circle of the public was obvious 
from the large and eager following which was 
attracted by any show of strength at any point 
in the list, It cannot be said that news in the 
ordinary sense had anything to do with the 
extraordinary buoyancy of the market, al- 
though rumors were plentiful and all-embrac- 
ing, It was also a marked characteristic of 
the market that the dealings were heavily 
Predominant in a limited number of stocks, 
and that the general speculation was decisively 
influenced by the movement of these. Two 
stocks stand out conspicuous even in this list, 
the price movement in which was astonishing 
throughout. These are Delaware and Hud- 
son and Rock Island, The fofmer stock was 
the conspicuous leader of the early rebound 
from the slight opening depression. Rumors 
were circulated that a lease had been signed 
by which the New York Central took control 
and guaranteed a dividend of 7 per cent for 
a year and 8 pe cent annually afterward. The 
stock was run up an extreme 13% points to 
185%. Rock Island was under rather severe 
pressure at the opening and was forced 1% 
under last night. It was not until late in the 
day that it assumed the leadership of the 
market, when it was rushed up by rapid stages 
on the purchase of blocks of thousands of 
shares to 151, at which point it closed at an 
extreme rise from the lowest of 13% points. 
It is not often in the history of stock markets 
that such a movement is witnessed in a stock 
of a large floating supply, a large capital is- 
sue and the holdings of which are widely dis- 
tributed. There were kindred movements 10 
these elsewhere both amongst the Grangers and 
the Coalers, The buying of the Grangers seem- 
ed to be based largely on general considera- 
tions, the large earning power of that group of 
railroads even in face of last year’s spring 
wheat shortage being cited as giving assur- 
ance against the ordimary vicissitudes of thé 
crops, to which they have been so sensitive 
in the past. The movement resulted in an 
extreme advance of 8% in Burlington, 6 in St. 
Paul and Omaha, § in the preferred, 3% in 
Northwestern, 4% in the preferred, 2% in St. 
Paul and 3% in the preferred. The rise in 
Lackawanna was obviously in sympathy with 
that in Delaware and Hudson and extended to 
6%. People’s Gas became very buoyant at 
the last and rose an extreme 4% in company 
with Rock Island, Missouri Pacific was up 
3% and Illinois Central 2%.

Chicago, April 3.—Titanic speculative forces 
combatted each other in the cereal pits today.

Bear forces which had been gathering their 
energies for the onslaught meant, it was be- 
lieved by many, for the crushing of George 
H. Philips, credited with being-in control, of 
the market, broke out at the opening of the 
corn mafkKet, as they also did in wheat and 
oats, jormious selling pressure, influenced 
somewhat perhaps by, weak cables, was exert- 
ed at the opening. May was sold from 42%@ 
42c, compared with Monday’s close at 43%c, 
This marked a decline of over 2c since Satur- 
day, yet Philips and his following, controll- 
ing many millions of bushels, held fast. On 
the contrary, acting through a new force of 
brokers, rallied to the support of the market 
and adden still further to his holding, esti- 
mated at the close at , 000.

SHOPE WILL BE RELEASED 


Commutation Granted Chattooga 
Man Convicted of Forgery. 


AN APPEAL IN HIS BEHALF 


Louis Purdy, Wleven-Year-Old Bur- 
glar, Paydoned to Go to Henry 
George Junior Republic. 


J. L. Shope, of Chattooga county, will 
soon secure his liberty. The prison com- 
mission recommended yesterday that his 
sentence be commuted to the time already 
served, and this recommendation will no 
doubt be approved by the governor at 
once. 

Shope was sentenced to serte four 
years in the penitentiary for forgery. It 
was charged that he raised certain cot- 
ton receipts. He remained in jail a year 
while his case was pending in the courts, 
and has also served two and one-half 
years in the state penitentiary. The jail 
service was taken into consideration by 
the prison commission. 

Mrs. Shope appeared before the commis- 
sion yesterday and made a statement in 
her husband’s behalf. She said she had 
been working recently in the Tryon fac- 
tory, near Summerville, and that she had 
been supporting by her own exertions her 
little son and her aged mother. Colonel 
W. A. Hemphill also appeared before the 
commission and made a statement in be- 
half of Shope, as did Judge Bellah, now 


in the conviction of Shope. His case was 
strongly recommended and the prison 
commission decided in his favor. 

The prison commission also acted favor- 
ably on the petition in behalf of Louis 
Purdy, the eleven-year-old Savannah boy 
who was convicted of burglary and sen- 
tenced to serve six months on the chain- 
gang. He was pardoned, and the pardon 
approved by the governor. He will be 
sent to the Henry George Junior Repub- 
lic at Freeville, N. Y., through the in- 
fluences of Mrs. Rob White, wife of a 
well-known Episcopalian minister of Sa- 
vannah.

The plan of Commissioner Walter R. | 


Brown to establish a temporary reform- 
atory to do sefvice until the regular 
reformatory building is constructed was 
considered by the board of county com- 
missioners yesterdav morning.

County Board To Abide by Rules of 
Prison Commission. 


BOARD CONSIDERS MATTER 


Captain Clifford L. Anderson To 
Confer with Commission About 
Reports on Convicts. 


— 


The board of county commissioners 
yesterday morning took action to settle 
the controversy over the question of 


lar monthly reports as to the county 
convicts. The manifest sentiment of the 
board was to comply with any require- 
ment of the prison commission to which 
Fulton county is subject, and the mat- 
ter was disposed of with practically no 
discussion. 

The question will be settled by a pér- 
sonal conference, the board instructing 
Captain Clifford L. Anderson, chairman 
of the board, to confer with the prison 
commission and to reach a settlement. 
Captain Anderson stated last night that 
he would confer with the commission 
at once. 

The inspector of the prison commission 
made a tour of the Fulton county con- 
vict camps and reported them in good 
condition with the exception that some 
of the rules of the commission were be- 
ing violated. One complaint against the 
system was that the convicts are given 
wheat bread and fresh meat only once 
a week and not twice, as required by 
the commission, and the other was that 
the convicts are not given coffee, the 
commission requiring that this be done 
every morning. 

Captain Anderson made a brief state- 
ment as to these complaints. He said 
that the convicts were given all they 
wanted to eat and that they had rather 
have vegetables than so much fresh 
meat. 

He said he expected they received 
more food than the prison commission 
required. He stated that the convicts 
were not given coffee, as he did not 
consider it beneficial to them, and also 
as they did not desire it.
